Who Will Stand as David Did? 



For though I be free from all men, yet have I made 
myself servant unto all, that I might gain the more. 
And unto the Jews I became as a Jew, that I might 
gain the Jews; to them that are under the law, as 
under the law, that I might gain them that are under 
the law; 

1 Corinthians 9:19-20 (KJV) □ 

Today I would like to talk a bit about tolerance, especially tolerance 
of other religions and lifestyles. With all the recent talk of subjects 
such as "Chrislam" and gay marriage this is a matter we must settle 
in our hearts. As the above passage illustrates it is important that we 
try to be all things to all men, yet at the same time we must not be 
tempted to render any type of respect to their false gods. Let me give you an example. 

As a Christian have you ever entered a mosque and removed your shoes? If so you have given respect to Allah! 
Our God is a jealous God (Exodus 34:14 KJV U), we must always be mindful of that. To you it may not be a 
big deal to take off your shoes, but it actually means something on the spiritual plane. We must be careful not to 
give any type of honor or respect to false gods, or to accommodate their doctrines in any manner. This applies 
even if our intention is to witness to or win over their servants. 

Your glorying is not good. Know ye not that a little leaven leave neth the whole lump? 
1 Corinthians 5:6 (KJV) O 

Trying to blend other religions with Christianity is the epitome of compromise. It is like blending poison with your 
food. A spirit of compromise has overtaken the church these days and some Christians think nothing of doing 
these types of things. We must love the sinner but hate the sin. Intolerance is a dirty word today, but if we are to 
serve Christ we must remain firmly intolerant of false gods such as Allah even as we love their servants. 

The LORD is my light and my salvation; whom shall I fear? the LORD is the strength 
of my life; of whom shall I be afraid? 
Psalms 27:1 (KJV) © 

Our God raised himself from the dead! If a Muslim or any other servant of Satan chooses to serve a weak, 
misogynist god they have good cause to have an inferiority complex. Why should we kowtow to their false 
religion? Christians need to start getting righteously angry at these second rate gods like Allah who must bully 
men into serving them 

As a Christian I refuse to fear their god or his servants and I don't care if that makes them angry. If you're a 
Muslim reading this you serve a weak god who compels you to kill infidels, but my Lord Jesus Christ died for 
your sins. If you as a Muslim want to convert to Christ He welcomes you with open arms, however you must 
abandon your weak god first. And if you choose to reject Christ I will not hate you or harm you in any manner; I 
will pray for you! 




And Elijah came unto all the people, and said, How long halt ye between two opinions?

My fellow Christians, be reminded of Elijah's challenge to the servants of Baal in 1 Kings 18.1 extend that same 
challenge today to any man who would oppose my God. I think one of the main reasons we don't see such 
victories anymore is because men of today lack faith in God's Word (Luke 18:7-8 KJV O). 

And David spake to the men that stood by him, saying, What shall be done to the man 
that killeth this Philistine, and taketh away the reproach from Israel? for who is this 
uncircumcised Philistine, that he should defy the armies of the living God?

"Chrislam", what a cowardly joke! What a spit in the face of Christ by the very ones who call themselves by His 
name! Men who in the face of adversity scramble to compromise their faith and accommodate their enemy, 
terrified that they may become the victims of terrorism Where are the real men in the body of Christ? The men 
who will stand for their God, even when it may actually cost them something?

Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, answered and said to the king, O Nebuchadnezzar, 
we are not careful to answer thee in this matter. If it be so, our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will deliver us out of thine 
hand, O king. But if not, be it known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve thy gods, 
nor worship the golden image which thou hast set up.
